For, it is ſaid, Þ 
Thy leſt the houſe of the LORD, and ſerved groveÞ 
and idols: and were ſo far from being reclaimed, by the 
pt ophet of the LOK D, that was ſent unto them, that 
the; couſpired againſt Zechariah the fon of Jehojada, 
who reproved them mildly for idolatry, and ſtoned him! 
with ſtones, and flew him at the king's command- 
ment. And verſe 22. it is faid, Foaſh remembered noi

He was 
much commended by godly and faithful men, compar- 
ing him to young 74/44, ſtanding at the alter, renew- 


ing a covenant with GOD. And he himſelf did thank 
GO D, that he was born in a reformed kirk, berter re- 
formed than England; for they retained many Popiſh 
Ceremonies : yea, better reformed than Geneva, for they

" If the breach of a covenant made for the liberty of 
ſervants was ſo puniſhed, what ſhall, be the puniſhmenr 
of the breach of a covenaat for religion, and the liderty 
of the people of GOD? There is nothing more ter- 
Tible to kings and princes, than to be given into the 
hands of enemies, that ſeek their life: If ye would eſcape 
this judgment, let kings and princes keep their cove- 
nant made with GOD. Your enemies who ſeek your 
life, are in the land, if ye break the covenant, it may be 
feared, G OD will give you over unto them as a prey: 


but if ye keep covenant, it may be expected, GOD will 


keep you out of their hands, : 
Let not the place ye heard opened be forgotten, for 
in it ye have an example of divine. juſtice againſt Joaſn 
and the- princes, for breaking that covenant, . 2 Chron, 
XX1v. 23. The princes who enticed him to that breach, 
are deſtroyed, and in the 24 verſe, it is ſaid, The army. 
of the Syrians came with a ſmall company of men, and the 
IRD delivered a very great hoſt into their hand, becauſe. 
they had forſaken the LORD GOD of their fathers + 


fo they executed judgment againſt Joaſb. And verſe 25. 
I His own fervants conſpired againſt bim, an d flew him on; 


his bed, &c. 


The conſpiracy of ſervants or lubjects, 2 their 
king, is a wicked courſe: but GOD in his righteous 
judgment, ſuffereth ſubjects to conſpire and rebel a- 


J gainſt their prince; becauſe they rebel againſt & O D. 
And he ſuffereth ſubjects to break the covenant made 


with a king; becauſe he breaketh the covenant made, 
with GOD. I may ſay freely, that a chief cauſe of 


| the judgment upon the king's houſe, hath been the 


grandfather's breach of covenant with G OD, and the 
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60D; and bis kirk within theſe kingdoms ; they 


broke covenant with GOD, and men have broken co- 
venant with them : Yea, moſt cruelly and prefidiouſly 


| have invaded the royal family, and trodden upon all 


princely dignity. 

Be wiſe by their example. You are now ſitting u- 
pon the throne of the kingdom, and your nobles about 
you, there is one above you, even JESUS the king 


of Zion, and I, as his ſervant, dare not but be free with 
pon, [ charge you, Sire, in his name, that you keep this 
_ covenant in all points; if you ſhall break this covenant, 
and come againſt his cauſe, I aſſure you, the controverſy 
is not ended betwixt GOD and your family; but will 
be carried on to the further weakning, if not the over- 
throwing of it. But, if you keep this covenant, and 
befriend the kingdom of CHRIST, it may be from 
this day, GOD ſhall begin to do you good, although 


your eſtate be very weak, GOD is able to raiſe you, 
and make you reign, maugre the oppoſition of all your 


enemies. And howſoever it ſhall pleaſe the LORD 


ro diſpofe, you ſhall have peace towards GOD, thro?

As for you who are nobles and peers of the land, 
- your: ſhare is great in this day of Coronation, ye have 
come and touched the crown, and ſworn to ſupport it, 
ye hive handled the ſword and the ſceptre, and have ſet 


down the king upon his throne.

. 2, I charge you alſo, becauſe of your many oaths to 
the king, that you keep them inviolably, Be faithful 
to him, according to your covenant, the oaths of GOD 
are upon you, if directly, or indirectly, ye do any thing 
againſt his ſtanding, GOD, by whom you have ſworn, 
will be avenged upon you for the breach of his oath. 

And now I will ſhut up with one word more to you, 
Sire, You are the only covenanted king with GOD, and 
his people, in the world; many have obſtructed your 
entry in it. Now ſeeing the LORD hath brought you 
in over all theſe obſtructions, only obſer ve to do what 
is contained therein; and it ſhall prove an happy time 
for you, and your houſe.
